Kixova.v, Arizona, 
6th, 1902. 
Editor-Nugget, 
Deae Sib:— 

I notice in your issue of the 
20th June you discuss the matter 
of selling cigars and tobacco, on 
Sunday through the medium of 
drug stores. I take it for grant- 
ed that you oppose this practice; 
or may be it is your position tliat 
if drug store? in ay do this, O.tjiet 
dealers should be allowecl the same 
privilege. It in amusing to one 
who has lived in .the great west 
for a number of years and become 
accustomed to the ways in the 
west, to think of the many re- 
strictions you people back there, 
place upon man's liberty. 1 can- 
not see what harm any one can 
find in a person buying what he 
may need on Sunday. In com- 
paring our ways here with your 
ways there, I find that you do not 
allow the legal selling of spiritous 
liquors in the county of Lumpkin, 
nor the business men to open their 
places of business on the Sabbath ; 
but I notice that you have more 
real drunkeness, fighting, shooting, 
cutting and knock downs there in 
the little county of Lumpkin, than 
we have here, probably in the en- 
tire territory of Arizona. Yet, 
there are no restrictions 
liberty of men here, so long as 
they do not interfere with other 
people's affairs, a.nd go on in a 
peaceful way attending to theii 
own business. There are thous- 
ands of licensed saloons, or bar- 
rooms, running every day m tht 
year, business places the same;

Gambling games 
are kept open day and night, Sun- 
days as well as the week days, and 
still in the face of all this, we have 
orderly country on the 
face of the earth. 

It may puzzle some of your peo- 
ple there to know why such con- 
ditions can exist under our liberal 
idear of man's liberty in the west ; 
but I think the solution of the 
proposition is this: When you 
tell a man he shall not do a thing, 
he then has the greatest desire to 
Perform it; but if you tell him to 

o his way and bother no one, lie 
then has less inclination to do any 
thing wrong, and the true man as- 
serts himself in him and he be- 
comes a self controled and ideal 

.tizen.

The following is largely the out- 
growth of observations made in a 
recent diiye through a part of this 
county, and of talks and discussion! 
with members of the Botany class 
during several field excursions with 
the class during the last few weeks 
of the last college term. And it 
all appeals to me with special force, 
since I was reared on a farm, and 
was well trained in all kinds of 
practical agricultural and horti- 
cultural work, as my father was 
one of the most progressive and 
successful farmers in a country 
where expert farming was done. 
And that to in a climate not, near- 
ly so hospitable both as to tem- 
perate and as to rainfall as is en- 
joyed by North Georgia. Likewise 
I have been in nearly eyery state 
east of the Mississippi river — with 
my eyes open, and have observed 
what may be done with soil and 
conditions far less favorable than 
what we have all about us here. 

Likely you have noticed how 
densely ,the ground is covered 
almost every where in this region 
with vegetation — how rapidly and 
rankly many kinds of weeds grow. 
Also how small a part of the 
ground is cultivated and made to 
yield any thing that is of use to 

More than 80 per cent, of all the 
land of the ten or twelve counties 
of North East Georgia is not under 
cultivation. And the small part 
that is under cultivation is as a rule 
so indifferently cultivated as to 
secure but the poorest returns. 
The farmers, many of them, get 
but the humblest sort of a living 
from their work. 1 haye some- 
times remarked that if the farmers 
in the great middle states farmed 
their land as do many of the far- 
mers here, they would starve to 
death. But, also, if the farmers 
here would tend the land as do the 
farmers in these other states, this 
•North Georgia region would 
speedily become one of the .richest 
sections of the country. 

All this land is especially rich in 
lime and potash, two of the most 
essential soil elements to produce 
plants useful, to.. man. The climate 
is neither too hot nor too cold. 
The rainfall is abundant and well 
distributed throughout the year. 
Nature's conditions are almost ideal 
Why don't the farmers do better? 
The boys of the Botany class, 
many of them North Georgia boys, 
say that the people do not know 
how. That the son does as his 
father and grandfather did, and is 
in many oases indisposed to try 
any new plans lest he will become 
conspicious, will be talked about 
and considered a "crank" by his 
neighbors— and so the years come 
and go with scarcely any change 
in plans or manner of work. Is 
this the reason?— is it a sufficient 
reason ? 

But the boys testified also that if 
many of these farmers, especially 
the younger men, 
know what couli 
could have some 



gressive leaders, that many would 
soon begin to follow and to rapid* 
ly develop for themselves. Were 
these students correct? 

This is not by nature a corn 
region. And yet what else do the 
farmers in general try to raise? 

■This is by nature a fruit and 
berry region. Strawberries if cul- 
tivated and properly cared for wiil 
flourish wonderfully and produce 
the best both as to quality and quan- 
tity. One acre in strawberries will 
yield from. 150 to 200 bushels of 
berries per season, and eyen more 
have been produced. *Any reasona- 
bly attentive farmer of Lumpkin 
county can do the same. And 
Georgia strawberries can always 
find a good market, as they come 
in the season about midway be- 
tween those of Florida and the 
Middle and New England states. 

Have you never observed how 
readily blackberries grow- in this 
region, and how they bear? Just 
dig out a trench along. a hill-side, 
and in a few years the bank is a 
blackberry thicket, these bushes 
even crowding out the weeds and 
brambles. 

Suppose you should take a few 
acres of a hill-side, too steep for 
ordinary cultivation, dig down a 
series of ten aces, making the soil 
two or three feet deep, and set out 
and giv C proper attention a gocd 
yariety of blackberry bushes along 
these terrace banks. You .know 
that in a couple of years you would 
have loads of blackberries. Why 
didn't you devote a few acres to 
this^ .This crop is ripe for picking 
soon after the strawberry crop. 

Then if you want to lose no 
time between strawberry picking 
and blackberry time, put out a 
few acres of raspberries as suggest- 
ed for the blackberry. These ri*. 
pen between strawberry time and 
blackberry season, tyud will yield 
abundautly. 

I spoke of digging the. soil deep. 
•This is essential for all. kinds of 
plants. If those who want to raise 
corn would plow ten inches deep 
instead of three, they -would har- 
vest corn at about the same ratio 
of increase. 

This region is unsurpassed for 
the raising of cherries, plums, 
quinces, pears and apples; and is 
oaly second to middle Georgia for 
peaches, and middle Georgia is not 
equaled anywhere else in the Uni- 
ted States in this matter. It is 
likewise a superb grape country, 
.and gooseberries flourish. 

If on the more level lands the 
North Georgia farmer would raise 
cabbage, cantelopcs, cucumbers, 
potatoes, celery and tomatoes— 
always properly preparing the 
ground, his returns would be most 
profitable. 

But dig up the ground. Dig 
deep enough to make more soil 
constantly. 

A story is told of a young man 
who had a.farm, but was getting 
but little, from it, and each yeai' the 
income seemed to be growing less. 
One morning- he found under his 
door a letter that said : There is a

.you will find it. He began and, 
dug and dug until he had overturn- 
ed the uppermost two feet of every 
square yard of the large field. But 
he found no bag of gold as he had 
fondly hoped. He was not happy. 
Again he found a letter under 
his door: Plant the field, tend it 
and be patient. He began to sus- 
pect — but did as he was told. The 
first crop brought him a fortune. 
Many men of Lumpkin county 
have been digging up and turning 
over and over the earth hunting 
for a fortune. If as much work 
were done in digging up and pre- 
paring the soil to develop tho best 
of plant lite as has been done to 
hunt for gold, this region would 
bring in constantly an .abundant 
gold producing harvest. 

fit was remarked the other -day 
that. if. some of the big gold corns 
panies in the vicinity that own 
thousands of acres of land, had'in- 
vested onohfourth as much in de- 
veloping the soil as they have in 
frying to got gold, not only they 
would. be reaping a ranch larger 
per cent, in their investments, but 
they would be of inestimably 
more service and value to this en- 
tire region of country. 
Is it not so? 

But says one, there is no market 
for what little surplus is raised 
now. Why raise more? 

With the advent of the railroad 
ithere will be an outlet to good 
markets. 

But there is also another way. 
Develop all, or a good portion of 
the land within five or seven miles 
of Dahlonega, and it would be a 
typical place for the location of a 
cannery to can for the market an 
unlimited supply of produce such 
as before mentioned; and by a 
reasonable distribution of these 
products there could be constant 
•employment for all concerned du- 
..ring the major part of the year. 
There is a fortune in this coun- 
try, even among -these red hills, 
for more . reliable, constant and 
extensive than the yellow metal it' 
self affords or will afford. And 
with the soii wisely tilled, the 
more there is gotten out of it, the 
richer it will be to keep on pro- 
ducing more. It is incxhaustable. 
Its yeins will never "pinch out." 

The Commissioner of Agricul* 
hire of Georgia in his last report 
gives numerous instancesjof what 
has been done in the way of pro- 
duction in Georgia. Here are a 
few of them. 

•400 crates of cabbage produced 
from one acre of ground, brought 
■$1.35 per crate, or $540. 

500 bushel of cucumbers were 
grown on one acre and sold for 
'or $540. 

$400 worth of beets were raised 
on one acre. 

One acre of 3 year old grape 
vines yielded nearly $200. 

•Less than one acre yielded toma- 
toes that sold for $250 net 
profit. 

One acre of potatoes realized 
a not profit of $140. 

And those are not extremo cases. ' 
Also niueh of these are from lands 



But these -lands have been work- 
ed and .wisely worked until their 
productiveness is almost unlimited. 
And yet as to temperature and ess 
pecially as to rainfall they are less 
favorably situated than tho lands 
of North Georgia. 

This region can be made a verita- 
ble garden spot, and likewise a 
region of gold returning haryest, 
almost without equal or rival. 

Why not do it? Leadership, 
sympathetic leadership and unity 
and community of action would 
easily and speedily accomplish it.

ga now, yet we mean to make 
some money on our work. 

Notwithstanding the cry of dull 
times and high taxes have been 
the tone by some in Dahlonega the 
city council by its good manages 
ment has been able to reduce the 
taxes to 65 cents on the hundred- 
three cents less than last years, 
clearly demonstrating that wo are 
better and more prosperous 
condition than some expected. 
The affairs of the place have been 
economically managed this year 
and still much brighter times are 
in store for the G-olden City. 
-Prof. E. M. Osborn, who was 
ne of the first college students at 
Dahlonega in 1873 came in last 
Saturday and spent three days in 
meeting his old friends that he 
had-uot seen in nearly 30 years.

The same reasons which led to th'> 
great revival of wheat growing In 
Georgia In 1899 and 1900 still prevail. 
One of the chief arguments In favor 
of wheat growing, so persistently 
urged at the time, was that the negro 
farmer by reason of his manner of 
1 make a living for his family 
at far less expense than is required 
by the white man, and hence can 
afford to sell his cotton at a lower 

Therefore the competition between 
the white and. black, planter wouid, 
prove disastro-us to the former unless 
he could be self-supporting and have 
cotton for his surplus money crop, 
farmer's life should be one of 
financial Independence; but, unless he 
vo In tha main at home on the 
of his own Industry and supply 
the market with those products that 
are ever in demand, he Is in danger of 
becoming a hewer of wood and drawer 
of water to- Ms more enterprising 
seghbors.. If he raises enough to live 
ie can hold his cotton for good 

An attractive looking home, 
filled storehouse and ready cash for 
himself and family 
he would hind tho affections of his 
wife and children to their country 
home. Diversity of 
lute necessity for successful Harming, 
and no erop that can Be raised adds 
more to the comfort of a home than 
wheat, which ra its flour gives that 
bread whieh by most people Is pre- 
ferred to every other kind, and In Its 
bran supplies one of the most whole- 
some feeds for stock. 

No good farmer in North or Middle 
Georgia should fail to set apart 
tion of his land for wheat. What If 
there is an occasional short crop? 
Can he raise anything that is not lia- 
ble to the same misfortune? 

Those states of our Union and thoso 
countries of the world are ttoe richest, 
Whose farmers raise abundance of 
wheat and ' oats, and grass for pas- 
turage and for hay. Raise abundance 
of these things for man and beast and 
add to them plenty of corn. Then yon 
can have the best of poultry, hogs, 
sheep, beef and dairy cattle and all 
your cotton will be a money crop, with 
which to purchase the comforts that 
should be found In every home, and 
to provide a support for declining 
years. 

The Variety of Wheat to Use. 
Knowing well the many conditions 
affecting the yield of wheat, we would 
again advise that you select a varle.y 
most capable of withstanding the many 
drawbacks attendant upon the cultiva- 
tion of this grain. A kind having a 
strong, stiff stem and possessing the 
greatest power of withstanding ex- 
treme cold weather is the best. All 
other things being equal, that which 
has a thin skin- or bran is to bo pre- 
ferred; 

3bil For Wheat. 
A soil, wheso predominating charac- 
teristics are loam and clay, and that 
having also an abundant supply of ni 
trogenous matter with sufficient phos- 
phoric acid, potash and lime, Is best 
adapted to the growing of wheat. 
these elements are lacking, use plenty 
of barnyard manure, if available, and 
concentrate it. Ten tons to the acre 
will not be too much. Also apply 
plenty of wood ashes, for these 
tain phosphoric acid, potash, lime ani 
soluble siK-eia, all essential elements 
for the growth of the wheat plant, 
most land some high grade commercial 
manure i*'the best The soil must 
dry, under-(Irain«d» ft necessary, fof 
wheat cannot be made on land which 
has an excess of water. An excellent 
soil for wheat is a gray, Ibamy top 
soil, with an under soil of stiff red 
clay. 

Proper Depth to Cover Wheat 
We have from time to time given to 
the readers of these talks the result3 
of experiments made to determine the 
proper depth to cover wheat. The 
suit of these experiments caused us in 
one of our letters to advise that it is bet 
ter to harrow the wheat and fertilizers 
in, from one to ; three inches deep, ac- 
cording to the- character of the soil, 
remembering tlinit a thinner covering. 
is required in close, heavy land than 
in that which fs light or sandy. A 
better plan, wffen practicable, is to 
use the wheaf'drill after having first 
thoroughly plowed, fertilized, har- 
rowed, raked, pulverized and rolled 
the land; This process leaves the land 
In excellent condition for the propa- 
gation and growth Of the wheat plan"," 
and gives, moreover, a' smooth surface, 
so important for the future harvest- 
Mr. W. J. Bridges, one of our most 
successful Georgia farmers. In telling 
how he raised 65 bushel's of wheat to 
the acre, said that he put it In with 8- 
drlll, using about 400 pounds of a- 
special high grade potash fertilizer at 
the same time. In planting the 



he put in 105 pounds, or one bushel 
and three pecks to the acre. The blu-> 
Etem variety is considered by many 
the best. It Is claimed by thoso whs 
hare tried it that the soaking of the 
wheat In tdueetone will prevent smut, 
a disease more to be dreaded than 
rust. The bluestone should be dis- 
solved In boiling water and about a 
gallon of this water should be used for 
evfcry two bushels of wheat, about one 
pound of the bluestone being required 
for each gallon. 

Beet Time to Plant Wheat. 
The experience of our best farmers 
Is, that the wheat should be put in as 
late in the season as will allow it to 
throw out a system of roots and 
leaves large enough to cover the entire 
surface of ground before- the coming 
of the cold blizzards. Our best Georgia 
farmers plant from October 1st .to. No- 
vember 1st, according to latitude, so-H- 
and climatic conditions. Some of our 
most successful Middle Georgia farm- 
ers think that wheat should never be 
sown until after the first big frost in 
November, as it will' then- withstand! 
more successfully the ravages of the 
Hessian fly or small grub. Of course, 
the farmers of North Georgia plant' 
earlier. 

How to Preserve and Restore the Fer- 
tility of the Soil. 
After the wheat has been harvested, 
It is an excellent plan to plant the 
entire acreage in cow-peas; for there 
is no crop, as far"as-fWe knew, that 
will produce such.permanentgoorl.5ef-' 
feet upon tho soil; By this method 
the land Is put in good condition for 
the next crop of wheat. 

Much of our land in Georgia has- 
been run down by unwise cultiv 
In the past. These exhausted lands- 
need nitrogen andavailable phosphoric 
acid and potash, and, especially, lime. 
To restore these elements to our wast- 
ed lands, sow cow-peas after grain and 
turn them under' in the fall after hav- 
ing first broadcasted barnyard manure 
ashes and lime 1 . The repetition oi 
this process - from yea rto year will 
steadily increase the fertility of tin 
soil and the wealth of the farmer. 
Best Fertilizers For Wheat 
Some soils are naturally so rich that 
no fertilization, Is required; but thi 
are the exception, and even the mojt 
of these will, after a few years, reqi 
some sort of fertilizers in the form of 
plant food. These should be : 
form for Immediate use;-. Barnyard 
manure, if pulverized very fine and 
then applied. Is very valuable. 

The planting- of 1 clover on wheat 
lands in some sections, but of cow- 
peas in most parts -of Georgia, and 
plowing these under several weeks bo- 
fore sowing the wheat, as has been 
said, will prepare tho land well for 
this crop. la England, and in our 
western statea, the droppings of tho 
sheep and cattle have added much to 
the productiveness of wheat land3. 
But the majority of our farmers are 
not stock raisers, and need a fertilizer 
that is immediately available. There- 
fore artificial fertilizers, or eommer- 
mercial manures, must be used, for 
the reason that farm manures cannot 
always be had In sufficient quantity 
and are rarely applied in a mechanical 
condition to be readily assimilated by 
the wheat plant. But the commercial 
manures have been scientifically pre- 1 
pared with special reference td>" ths- 
needs of different kinds of soils and- 
crops, and, though they involve soma 
outlay of money, the Increase of thg 
crop will well repay the expenditure. 
Experiments have frequently proved 
that a judicious application of $10 
worth of the proper fertilizers will 
often bring a return of from $20 to $30 
worth of grahr: 

In the management of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, it has ever been 
my aim to subserve the best Interests 
of the farmers of Georgia. After ma- 
reflectfbn I still ad«ise: Do not ' 
diminish your wheat acreage. Perse- 
vere and cultivate your wheat lands 
after the most approved method. Turn 
not back; but go forward in this good 
work, ieeFfng assured that the final 
outcome will be Increased prosperity 
for yourselves and for all the interei 
of our beloved Georgia.

CROP CONDITIONS. 

At this time the general condition 
of crops Is far from encouraging:. 
The drought which Has prevailed 'up 
to the 2d of July, accompanied; by high 
temperatures and parching winds, '. 
caused a material deterioration 
most crops, especially cotton and 
land corn. Notwithstanding showers 
of rains have fallen in many sections 
of the state since the first of tho 
month, It is still true that a drought 
which is becoming very serious, now 
prevails over the greater portion o! 
Georgia. In some sections upland corn 
Is almost past redemption, while cot- 
ton In some sections is doing fairly 
well, the reverse is true in most of the 
counties. The friut is below norma! 
conditions, and the watermelon crop 
is far below au average, both in quanti- 
ty and quality,
